They are taken plunder- 
ing private property on the high seas. 
They are found sailing under ietters of 
marqie granted, not only by no recog | 
nized power, but by parricides and tra'tors 
against the government of the United 
tates. They are thus branded with the 
double infamy of piracy and treason. How 
they can escape the gallows or the yard 
arm, it is difficult to see. 

There bas been a good deal of complaint 
egainet the Administration for its ]-niency 
toward the rebels captured with arms in 
their banda, and toward spies who, by the 
usage of civilized warfare, are subject to 
the deeth penalty. It has been asked, of 
what use is it to arrest the scoundrels if 
we are only allowed to furnish them witha 
few -deye’ rations, and then set them at 
liberty. Whether this forbearance is well 
or ill timed we will not undertake to de 

. cide. The case now before us is widely 
different. Robbery on the highway is one 
thing, robbery op the high seas is quite 
another. The laws of civilized ‘nations, 
with abundant reason, prescribe Imprison- 
ment for the one, and denth for the other. 
But there are peculiar seasons why these, 
the first corsairs taken on the ocean, should 
be swung aloft in the eyes of dll nations. 
Ifa public example be made of them, it 
will go far towards ending the execrable 
business set on foot by Jeff. Davis and 
his rebel legislature. It is doubifal 
whetlicr @ second rover would yen- 
ture a marine league from. the 
shore after his ears were burned with the 
intelligence that thirly of his colleagues 
had adorned the yard arm of the Minneso- 
te.

As to security, it is not trac, as has been 
implied, if uot directly asserted, that most of 
our currency is based on the bonds of secede .

The 
ood iaith of the bankers is shown In the fact 
at they are still received as currency, and 
enpy love that may arise from deficiency of se 
curities will fall upon the baokers. The very | 
fact that the owners of the accredited bauks 
took such pains to keep their notes, 
current, when, if they had been “thrown 
out,” they might many of them hve mades 
“handsome thing of it” by buying in their 
own bille at bail their face, shows thai they 
preferred any sacrifice to dishonor; and the 
fact that all respond to the Comptroller's call 
and many make good al! their securities at 
once, shows thai they iatesd to redeeni their 
pledges. 
But tbls not the only secarity which we 
bave for our banks. Esch stock holder—and 
their names and residence ere published in 
the Comptroller's Report—is personally Mable 
to the amount of his stock for the circula'ioa 
of the Denk im whith he is interceted. Farther, 
there is a provision in our law which I am 
not aware exists im that of Iliimois, requiring 
personal bonds (the names of the boudemea 
being published in the Comptroiler’s Report)‘ 
¢que!l in amount to one fourth of the nominal 
capital (which in many cases is several times 
the amount of cireulation) of every bank. 
Beme of theee bonds, those of individual own- 
er: of wild-cat banks, received by former 
Comptroliers without careful examination, 
may prove worthiese, but nearly all of them 
will be found good for any deficiency in stocks 
of the credited banks. The Comptroller is 
required to have judgment entered upon these 
bonds immediately om having the securities 
cf any bank advertised for sale. It is trae 
that theee “ personal bonds never yet cut any 
Sgure in making up any deficiencios,” for the 
reascn that out of some 25 banks winding up 
prior to thie spring, there were no deficieacies, 
tnd of the two wild-cats since wound up, the 
pe soval bonds proved valueless. 

There is a trifling additional security In the 
power given the Comptroiler to retain all in- 
\erest and dividends to make up securitics. 

With’ currency thus secured, and with ev- 
ery probability that it wil] all remain good 
‘end constantly improve in character, the 
question arises whether it is better that fora 
while longer those having to remit east should 
pey from 4 to 3 per cent exchange until things 
can by degrees be brought round into better 
shape, or we shéuld have a “ high old panic,” 
everything be jhrown into confusion, the peo- 
ple lose from ten to fifty cents on currency 
really good, and the brokers reap a rich har- 
vest as in your State, aud then our bills be 
rep’aced by those of the Skowkegan, Mahaiwe, 
Pocasset, Quinebeug, Pequonnock, and «a 
thousand other thinplaster faciories, of which 
we know nothing at all. As tar as J can learn 
the people of this State seem inclined to “ en- 
dure the ills they have rather than fiy to oth.

undertekes to make a purchase.
